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INTRODUCTION. 


Hp  O  facilitate  the  attainment  of  Natural 
Knowledge  in  one  of  its  moft  con- 
fid  erable  branches,  and  to  gratify  the  imagina¬ 
tion  with  one  of  its  moft  elegant  amufements, 
are  the  objeds  of  this  collodion.  The  one  is 
aimed  at  by  the  choice  5  the  other  principally 
by  the  arrangement. 


Birds  are,  perhaps,  the  moft  pleafing  of  the 
animal  fpecies ;  they  are  the  moft  lively  and 
adive  of  all  the  creatures  that  are  endued 
with  felf-motion;  and  they  are  adorned  with 
all  the  fplendid  colours  of  whatever  is  moft 
beautiful  in  the  vegetable  world;  they  are 
more  adive  than  beafts  or  men ;  they  are 
more  fhewy  and  variegated  than  flowers ; 
there  is,  therefore,  no  province  in  all  natural 
hiftory,  that  is  fo  accommodated  to  afford  a 
ufeful,  and  at  the  fame  time,  a  rational  en¬ 
tertainment,  to  all  taftes,  and  to  every  ftage 
of  life.  For,  whilft  the  more  intelligent  fee 
with  aftonifhment  the  operations  of  an  all¬ 
wife  providence,  the  more  gay  and  fuperficial 
will  be  engaged  by  the  fineft  fhew  in  nature. 


For  thefe  purpofes,  the  Proprietor,  with 
great  expence  and  infinite  labour,  has  drawn 
together  into  one  point  of  view  this  Cabinet. 
They  are  prepared  by  an  art,  he  flatters  him-
